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Stump here with children while husband ‘waits it out’ in Saudi Arabia 


Jacque Stump, a four-year resident of Sierra 
Madre before she and her husband and children 
moved to Saudi Arabia, is back in Sierra Madre 
“waiting it out,’* she says. 

The women and children of employees of 
Aramco, Saudi Arabia’s oil company, were offered 
voluntary evacuation a week ago and all of them 
took it. Her husband is a geologist with Aramco, 
located in Dhahran. 

“There were about 8000 Americans before 
evacuation just in our compound,’’ Stump reports. 
Evacuation took place aboard the American mili¬ 
tary planes that took the Marines over to the 
country. 

She believes that one of the reasons the state 
department offered the evacuation is because the

degrees during the daytime right now with high 
80s at night. It’s like standing in front of an oven 
liixir. We’re very pampered where we live — air 
c onditioning in our homes and cars.” 

Stump said she does not think Husayn, the 
leader of Iraq, will make the first move. “There 
will be an incident. We don’t want that responsi¬ 
bility. We can’t be precipitators. If we go into 
Kuwait, it will be taken as if we are invading 
I'aq.” 

Stump believes that Iraq’s leader “has a tre¬ 
mendous amount of support in the Arab world. 
Young people admire his ambition and his domin¬ 
ating ways.” 

She believes that if Iraq’s leader is not faced 
down now he will gain more power and support. 
“If every expatriot left, Saudi Arabia wouldn’t 


have an oil industry.” 

She describes the three main parts of the 
country: Jeddah, the main port of the Red Sea, 
the capital, Riyad, in the central part, and Dhah¬ 
ran, on the east coast, the Persian Gulf side. 

Stump appeals to the community to loan her a 
car to use locally. “We’re sitting things out here 
in Sierra Madre to see what happens.” 

The Stumps have signed up to stay in Saudi 
Arabia from now on. “It is our home and we 
plan to stay there,” she said. 

She and their two children, Dylan and Erica 
are visiting the Imhoffs now while her husband 
remains in Saudi Arabia. Soon, however, 
they will move to the Stumps’ home which has 
been on the market. 


Water District, council to meet Aug. 27 


Readers interested in Sierra Madre’s water 
problems will have a chance to bear members of 
the San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District 
Board and City Council discuss various solutions 
at a joint meeting set for 8 a.m., Monday, Aug. 27, 
in the city council chaiiibet s. 

Mayor George Maurer submitted a letter to the 
district board several weeks ago in which he 
outlined six possibilities lor solving the problems 
stating, “The City Council . . . expects the cooper¬ 
ation and support of the district . . .’’ 

To date, the city has received no response from 
the district, although a new letter Irom the mayor 
noted that “At a recent meeting (of the district), 
there seemed to be some confusion as to what the 
City of Sierra Madre was expecting from the dis¬ 
trict.” 


The letter continued, “To clarify, the reason 
the city listed so many options was that we felt that 
discussion of a broad number of solutions would aid 
both groups in coming to a feasible and practical 
answer to Sierra Madre’s need for supplemental 
water.” 

It added, “In brief, the city is requesting that 
the district now choose from among those possible 
solutions, or come up with its own remedy, in 
order that Sierra Madre may now receive the water 
which it continues to pay for.” 

In his previous letter the mayor noted that 
Sierra Madre has paid millions of dollars into the 
district since its formation in 1959 and added, 
“Sierra Madre has been unable to enjoy the same 
privileges extended to the other cities belonging 
to the district while . . . still (carrying) the same 


burden in paying the assessment amount. 

“Now, as the city finds itself in need of the 
supply of water it was chartered to receive, the 
roiinril rails on the district to work with Sierra Madre 
to reach a solution.” 

The city has been charged by the Raymond 
Basin Watermaster with being over 8(X) acre feet 
beyond its allotted pumping rights and the City 
Council has resorted to asking residents to voluntarily 
cut their water consumption by 10 percent, holding 
out the threat of mandatory cuts if this does not 
succeed. 

The Aug. 27 session will be an adjourned 
council meeting and a regular meeting for the 
district board.

Police, firefighters object to policy, written without meet 


Because they fell that 
the City of Arcadia had 
failed to meet-and-con- 
fer in establishing a new 
drug and alcohol policy 
for all city employees, 
representatives of 
the Arcadia Police Relief 
Association and the 
Arcadia Firefighters 
Association spoke to 
the City Council on 
Tuesday night and 
urged further discussion 
before a policy was 
adopted. 


However, council- 
members voted 4-0, with 
Councilman Charles 
Gilb absent, to approve 
incorporation of a new 
drug and alcohol policy 
which is designed to 
deter drug and alcohol 
use while on duty. 

In approving the 
policy as pre¬ 
sented, the council did 
express interest in work¬ 
ing with both the fire¬ 
fighters and policemen 
on specific working that 


might be changed. 

Kaye Crawford of 
the firefighters said 
that was like “cart be¬ 
fore the horse.” His con¬ 
cern seemed to be 
with portions of the 
policy having to do 
with people who are off 
duty. He said that he 
did not “want to bribe 
the city,” but that he 
“wants to have a policy 
that can be lived with 
for 150 years.” 

Ron Buckholtz, speak¬ 


ing for the Police Relief 
Association, expressed 
concern that the city had 
been willing 
meet and confer 
regarding the content 
and working of the policy. 
However, Michael Mil¬ 
ler, city attorney, said 
that the city had “more 
than met its responsi¬ 
bility to meet and 
confer.” 

Councilman Robert 
Harbicht, following his 
making a motion to ap- 


not 

to 


prove the proposed 
policy, said that the 
city was “justifiably 
proud of its fire and 
police departments,’’ 
and that the city “en¬ 
joyed a good relation¬ 
ship” with the two depart¬ 
ments, but that “we need 
a policy.” 

The labor groups 
had agreed to the 
concept of a citywide 
drug and alcohol policy 
but wanted to meet- 
and-confer on content 


and implementation 
of the policy. During the 
discussion on Tues¬ 
day, it became aware 
that the department 
spokesmen also were 
concerned about an in¬ 
surance issue. 

Intent of the newly 
approved policy is “to 
provide for the safety 
and well being of city 
employees and the 
public alike from the 
dangers associated with

Vaccine available for Lyme disease 


In the last few weeks a vaccine has been made 
available to prevent Lyme disease in dop, accord¬ 
ing to Bruce D. Armstrong, DVM, Hastings Ranch 
Hospital, Pasadena. 


Weather

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The proven and tested vaccine will protect dogs 
(and possibly their owners) from this problem, Arm¬ 
strong reported. 

Armstrong explains that Lyme disease is caused 
by a bacterium, borrelia burgdorferi, and its spread 
during the last couple of years is uprecedented. 

“It is now being reported in 44 of the 50 
states, including California. The main vectors or 
carriers of the disease are ticks. Until recently the 
primary hosts were considered to be field mice and 
deer, but more recent research implicates ticks asso¬ 
ciated with certain migratory bird species and other 
wild life. Researchers have also found the or¬ 
ganisms in fleas,” Armstrong said. 

Some of the clinical signs of the disease in¬ 
clude fever, lethargy, loss of appetite, arthritis-type 
signs and pain. These signs may last months to 
years, Armstrong stated. 

In early diagnosed cases, a broad spectrum 
of antibiotics are usually effective; however, treat¬ 
ment is not always successful and long-standing 
cases may require intravenous fluids and anti¬ 
biotics with more intensive care. 

Armstrong suggests calling a veterinarian for 
more information or to schedule an immunization 
appointment.

Over 65? You May Sot Seed To Retire 
To Receive Some Social Security Benefits

The Social So curity re¬ 
tirement test or earnings 
limitation has bet'n eased 
for workers over age 
You may be eligible for So¬ 
cial Security benefits for 
part of the year even if you 
continue to work. The same 
is true for dependent 
spouses and w idowi er's of 
insured or retired work¬ 
ers. 

Social Security tests 
whether an 
applicant for 
henefits has 
actually re¬ 
tired by l<x)k- 
ing at cur¬ 
rent earn- 
Roosevelt If an in¬ 

sured worker, dependent 
spouse, or wid-owieri has 
little or no earnings. So¬ 
cial Security benefits are 
payable eveiy month of the 
year. In 1990, eligible in¬ 
dividuals aged H.t through 
69 are considered fully 
retired—and eligible for 12 
months of benefits—if an¬ 
nual earnings do not ex¬ 
ceed $9,360. 

But some Ix'iiefits might 
be payable even if earn¬ 
ings are considerably over 
this exempt amount. Over 
$9,360. $1 in benefits is 
offset for every $3 in ex¬ 
cess earnings—much bet¬ 
ter than the $1 for $2 ofT- 
•set which foniierly applied. 

Social Security can tell 
you if you are eligible for 
some benefits or you can 
quite easily determine the 
answer for yourself Here's 
how: 

Call Social Security at 
1 800 234 .a772 and ask 
how much you are eligible 
to receive in monthly So 
dal Security henefits 
; .Multiply your monthly 
benefits by 12 to learn how 
i much you could receiM' in 
SStKial Secuntv iienelits this 
jJ^yegr. 

P Then estimate your 
1990 earnings. From your 
earnings, subtract the 
$9.36(1 exempt amount to 
determine the excess. 
Divide your excess tairn- 
ings by three (because the 
offset is only one-third and 
subtract the answer from 
your full year's Social Se¬ 
curity benefits The differ¬ 
ence IS the benefits you 
are eligible to receive this 
year even if vou do not 


retire. 

For example, suppose 
your annual earnings are 
$26,000 and your benefits 
aiv $6(X) a month or $7,200 
per year. You would sub¬ 
tract $9,360 from $26,000. 
The answer. $16,640, di¬ 
vided by three, is $.5,,546 
Subtract $5,.546 from your 
$7,200 annual Ivnefits and 
you learn that you are 
entitled to $1.65-4 for the 
year, almost three months 
of Social Security benefits, 
in spite of earnings well 
over the exempt amount. 
Using this example of 
earnings and benefits. 
Social Security could pay 
a partial check for Octo¬ 
ber and full benefits for 
November and December, 

If you told Social Secu¬ 
rity you intended to con¬ 
tinue working, benefits 
would stop in •lanuaiy . but 
would begin again late in 
1991. The monthly bene¬ 
fits would resume depend¬ 
ent on next year's exempt 
amount and y our estimated 
1991 earnings. Naturally, 
if Mill .stoppi'd working ixim- 
pletely, benefits would be 
p.iyable for every month. 

Individuals under age 
65, are still subject to a $1

It would be easy to describe this “some¬ 
thing” as a large skateboard. That would be 
like calling tthe Vincent Thomas Bridge an easy 
way to get to San Pedro. This “thing” was 
10 feet in length and at least four feet wide 
at the steering end. It was, indeed, fabricated

from discarded skateboard parts, but this 
mechanism was designed for mass transit. 
Two 10-foot 2x4s, mounted on a complete 
skateboard unit at the rear, were joined in 
front by a four-foot 2x4 that served as the 
steering frame. This was mounted on two 
pairs of skateboard wheels, which gave it very 
good steering stability. Pops pulled the thing 
across the street and parked it in a stall 
in front of Bean Street. The mother, acting as 
if she’d done this before, put a lighted flash¬ 
light on the rear of the contraption to warn 
motorists that this spot was taken. They went 
for ice cream. 

On leaving, they carefully moved their ve¬ 
hicle to the sidewalk on the other side of Bald¬ 
win, mounted its skinny frame . . . dad steer¬ 
ing, then daughter, both sons, and mom holding 
down the rear with the flashlight over her 
shoulder . . . and moved on.

weekly basis has been the Design Review Com¬ 
mittee, referred to as the DRC. Progress has 
taken various forms. All downtown signs, awn¬ 
ings and facade improvement permit plans 
submitted to the city Planning Department have 
been reviewed for design compatibility. When 
requested, meetings with applicants have been 
conducted. And, DRC findings have been sub¬ 
mitted to the Planning Department for consid¬ 
eration in determining whether or not to issue a 
permit. Efforts continued to encourage busi¬ 
ness owners to obtain necessary permits rather 
than illegally making improvement, 
then going through the permit process. 

Work progressed on creation of a practical 
set or design review criteria. The DRC met with 
members of the Planning Commission and their 
staff. Draft design guideline copies were given 
to both Planning Commissioners as well as to 
City Council members. The DRC conducted 
two, one-day work/study sessions to refine 
graphics and criteria organization. 

Downtown street tree pruning and thinning 
was done with DRC consultation. The 
City Council adopted a DRC proposal to pur¬ 
chase and install 60 street tree well covers. That 
program neared completion within the past two 
weeks. They sponsored an important un¬ 
reinforced masonry building (URM) informa¬ 
tion seminar. A Main Street and Chamber of 
Commerce URM Ordinance language pro¬ 
posal served as the discussion focal point, lead¬ 
ing to adoption of the current city ordinance. 

Additional design-related involvements 
include: the failed proposal to amend the 
Mariposa Parking lot grading plan to create a 
future building site along part of its southern 
border; support for the Sierra Madre Blvd. 
median treatment demonstration trial program 
to reduce illegal U-turns, reduce speeds on the 
boulevard and increase pedestrian safety; provided 
communications and assistance to minimize 
problems related to Mariposa/Baldwin Avenue 
parking lot construction.

Fences are big business 
for Planning Commissioners

What makes homes in Sierra Madre distinctive? 

Fences play an important role. Sierra Madre still 
has some homes with traditional picket fences. 

At the Aug. 16 Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing, the commissioners considered several applications 
for variances to build or replace fences. 

The commission granted the application of 
Gordon and Mary Lou Caldwell, 171 E. Grand¬ 
view Ave., for a fence height variance to con¬ 
struct a fence in the front yard, and for a side 
yard variance to extend an existing garage. 

The second item on the agenda, the application 
of Roberta and Frank Ross, 125 Suffolk Ave., for a 
variance to construct a picket fence, generated 
some debate. Commissioner Stanley Hutchinson 
expressed his concern that the height of the fence 
(six-foot posts) could be a problem. If the variance 
were approved, what would be the implications 
for other property owners who applied for variances? 
Other applicants could aregue that their variances 
should be granted because their fences would not be 
higher than the one proposed by the Rosses. 

Chairman James Hester commented that the 
Ross’ property had already been granted several var¬ 


iances. If the commission keeps granting variances, 
he asked, why do we have codes? 

After the discussion, the variance was granted. 

James and Nita Kincaid were granted a variance 
to construct a fence at 677 Canyon Crest. 

The application of Robin and Kay Wright for a 
lot width variance was denied, and the commission 
recommended denial of the tentative parcel map. 

The last three items on the agenda were requests 
for extensions. Celia Guzman, 53 N. Mt. Trail, was 
granted an extension until Oct. 18, of her variance 
to construct a room addition, garage, fence and 
deck. 

Jeffrey and Kathryn Cowen, 623 Woodland Dr., 
received an extension of one year of their side yard 
variance to construct a closet and bathroom. 

Shawn and David M. Haugen, 264 San Gab¬ 
riel Court, received a one-year extension of their 
variances for lot coverage, parking spaces, rear 
yard, and second story. 

In what may have been a record, the meeting 
lasted only one hour and 15 minutes. 

Chairman Hester attributed the brevity of the 
meeting to the fact that, due to the economy, 
there is not much building going on.

Marines go for nation-wide ^fully ready’

The Marine Corps 
Reserve Center received 
a grade of “fully ready” 
in nationwide inspec¬ 
tion with all units of the 
command receiving high 
grades, according to 
Major K. Stalnaker, 
Reserve Center Com¬ 
manding Officer. “Fully 
Ready” is the 
highest mark given by 
the inspecting party. 

The test was known 
as a mobilization 
test, but it was only a 
test, he said. “It deter¬ 
mines the unit’s ability 
to mobilize in case of 
a national emergency.” 

Major Stalnaker em¬ 
phasized that the 
mobilization was only 
a test and had no rela¬ 
tion to current interna¬ 
tional events. “It was 
planned months ago,” 
he said. 

During the test, and 
during a separate test 
which didn’t include the 
mobilization test, a 


large caravan of Marines 
left the East Pasadena 
Reserve Center for a 
month’s training in the 
desert in Dugway, Utah. 
Some 100 marines, re¬ 
servists and regulars, 
will be gone up to a 
month firing the Hawk 
ground to air missile. 
“This is where we see if 
all the weekend training 
of the reserves pays off,’'

A request which, if acted on favorably, could 
solve Sierra Madre’s immediate and long-term water 
problems, was submitted by the city to the Raymond 
Basin Management Board at its July 12 meeting. 

The Management Board controls the Raymond 
Basin formula under which Sierra Madre receives 
credit for the water it spreads each year in its 19 
spreading basins. 

The city feels the formula unfairly reduces the 
amount to only about one-half of what is originally 
spread, deducting what the city feels are excessive 
amounts for natural percolation and subsurface out¬ 
flow to the San Gabriel Basin below us (in wet years, 
when the water table is high and the city spreads 
more water, the deductions have gone as high as 73 
percent). 

The Raymond Basin Board had requested the 
city to appear before it to discuss Sierra Madre’s 
short-term problem — what the watermaster main¬ 
tains is an overdraft of some 800 acre feet by the 
city in the last two years. 

The city disagrees, maintaining that water spread 
from its tunnels while they were undergoing repair 
should have been considered as replenishment water 
since it normally is placed directly into the system, 
rather than being counted as salvage water and sub¬ 
jected to the penalizing formula. 

The “penalty” formula applies only to salvage 
water — the water normally spread. The Raymond 
Basin watermaster has no formula for Sierra Madre 
replenishment water — generally considered as water 
which is “imported” to replenish overdrafts (Pasa¬ 
dena replenishes with Metropolitan Water District 
(MWD) water) Alhambra, in the San Gabriel Basin, 
with our San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict’s Feather River water, it being our district’s 
only customer, plus MWD water). 

Sierra Madre has never had to import any water. 
Thus no formula has ever been established controlling 
its replenishment water. 

The city is asking that the tunnel water, which 
was “penalized” as salvage water, be considered as 
replenishment water and that the amounts spread 
during repairs receive 100 percent credit, instead of 
the reduced amount. 

If this is approved, the cunent overdraft will be 
erased, although further overdraft could occur if the 
drought continues. 

The city’s long-term request pointed out that its 
tWfreed right in the basin was established in 1959 
by outdated methods of calculation and noted that it 
is looking into the possibility of engaging a consult¬ 
ant to reanalyze the portion of the basin affecting 
Sierra Madre. 

It asked that the board “establish a technical 
committee from among the members to review the 
proposals of the city regarding further efforts to 
meet its water pumpage requirements and establish 
a replenishment formula, and review the water sal¬ 
vaged credits formula.” 

At the July meeting the basin board agreed to 
establish such a committee. 

The city pointed out that it has spent over $2 
million in updating water mains to curtail water 
leakage, in addition to maintaining its spreading fa¬ 
cility and actively seeking a source of replenishment 
water. 

Combined with Mayor George Maurer’s recent 
request to the San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District to end its 31 years of ignoring Sierra Madre’s 
inability to obtain supplemental water, as mandated 
by the district’s charter, the city has now placed 
one ball firmly in the district’s ball court and ano¬ 
ther in Raymond Basin’s court. The board meets in 
Sierra Madre next Monday, Aug. 27, 8 a.m. in the 
council chambers for a regular water district meeting. 

This is the last in the current series of articles 
on Sierra Madre’s water problems. Subsequent 
articles will appear as decisions are — or are not 
forthcoming from the two water agencies which, at 
this point, hold our fate in their hands.

Monrovia figbts drug problem 
with party on affected street

Summertime fun 
brings kids 
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Monrovia Mayor Bob 
Bartlett addressed a 
crowd of West Montana 
Ave. recently at a 
block party. You say, 
“Police serving lollipops 
and balloons? C’mon 
now.” 

The successful pro¬ 
ject, “POP” (Problem 
Oriented Policing) was a 
first for the area. For at 
least one night, there 
were no drug deal¬ 
ings on the 100 block of 
Montana Ave. Police 
served cookies and 
punch and residents were 
able to sit out on their 
porches, visit in their 
yards and children were 
secure to play out on 
the sidewalks. “Let’s call 
this a celebration and 
also a declaration of 
war,” said Bartlett to 
the cheering crowd. 

Police believe that 
this may be one way of 


fighting the war on 
drugs. Montana Ave. 
has become one of Mon¬ 
rovia’s top locations 
for cocaine dealing. 
Officers videotaped 
drug transactions in 
daylight and customers 
arrive from all points of 
Southern California. 

An insepetion of the 
block also revealed that 
numerous residents were 
living in dangerous units, 
where electrical outlets 
were exposed, poor 
plumbing and the infes¬ 
tation or roaches and rats. 

In the two weeks 
before the block party, 
undercover officers 
made close to 20 
arrests for sale and 
purchase of drugs. 
City officials contacted 
landlords and warned 
that property could be 
lost if they did not 


insist on keeping 
dealers out, and builH- 
ing officials handed out 
notices for needed re¬ 
pairs. 

It was a typical old- 
fashioned summer even¬ 
ing in Monrovia. The 
type of neighborhood 
feeling that need not be 
denied because of drugs 
in today’s society. Al¬ 
though it was a first for 
the community. Police 
Chief Joseph 

Santoro promises that 
Monrovia will once 
again have back its se¬ 
cure small town feeling 
and will work with his 
police force to rid 
Monrovia of its serious 
drug problem. “We’re 
going to turn this place 
around,” he said. 
“Things aren’t OK, 
we’re not going to toler¬ 
ate that!”

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Arboretum neighbors learn 
facts about all-night show 


When Arboretum 
neighbors learned that 
there was going to be an 
all-night show in the bo¬ 
tanical gardens as part of 
the Los Angeles Festival, 
they expressed concern.

Accompanied by a 35- 
member gamelan orches¬ 
tra, which will play 
without amplification, 
the puppeteer relates 
epic stories that 
depict the exploits of 
gods, demons and 
clowns, as he mani¬ 


pulates dozens of puppet 
characters. 

Two abridged ver¬ 
sions will be pre¬ 
sented on Tuesday, 
Sept. 4 and 11 at 8 p.m., 
and the all-night pro¬ 
gram, which is the 
traditional version, 
will begin at 10 p.m. on 
Saturday, Sept. 8 and 
will conclude at 6 a.m. 

Manatt indicated that 
when neighbors learned 
what the performance 
was all about they 
were no longer concerned. 

Tickets to the shorten¬ 
ed version are $15 per 
person while the all-night 
show is $10 per person. 
Viewers, just as in 
Java, are free to leave 
and return or go late to 
see the longer show, 
explain festival promoters. 
While stands will seat 
some 600 to 700 peo¬

New school policy covers 
tobacco, alcohol, drug education 


In order to receive 
$26,365 in funding 
from the office of Crim¬ 
inal Justice for Com¬ 
prehensive Alcohol and 
Drug Prevention Edu¬ 
cation, the Arcadia 
Board of Education 
adopted a new policy 
regarding tobacco, 
alcohol and other 
drugs. 

Because the district 
also is involved in the 
Tobacco Use Preven¬ 
tion Education grant for 
$46,000, tobacco use 
preveation education is 
included in the policy. 

The new policy goes 
“hand in hand” 
with California State 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion’s “Healthy Kids, 
Healthy California,” a 
comprehensive plan to 
equip students with 
the knowledge, skills and 
values they need to 
take conscious con¬ 
trol of their own good 
health, explains Suzanne 


.vney, director of pu¬ 
pil personnel for the Ar¬ 
cadia Unified School 
District. 

Arcadia’s K-12 in¬ 
structional programs, 
which will be com¬ 
prehensive and sequen¬ 
tial, according to the 
new board policy, will 
“help students ob¬ 
tain and utilize current 
and accurate informa¬ 
tion, develop and main¬ 
tain a positive self- 
concept, take positive ac¬ 
tions to identify and 
cope with stress, and use 
appropriate social and 
personal skills to resist 
involvement with 
tobacco, alcohol and 
other drugs.” 

The policy also 
includes a drug-free 
awareness program for 
employees, inter¬ 
vention programs that 
include the involve¬ 
ment of students, parents/ 
guardians and com¬ 
munity agencies/or¬ 


ganizations, as well as 
enforcement and disci¬ 
pline. 

Students possessing, 
selling and/or using 
tobacco, alcohol or other 
drugs or related para¬ 
phernalia shall be sub¬ 
ject to disciplinary pro¬ 
cedures which may result 
in suspension or expul¬ 
sion, according to 
the policy, which also 
states that students 
shall not be allowed 
to smoke, chew or 
possess tobacco or nico¬ 
tine products on school 
property or during school 
hours, at school-spon¬ 
sored events, or under 
the supervision of dis¬ 
trict employees.

Derby opens point East, 
will remain in Arcadia 


While a ribbon cutting 
for Derby East will 
take place at 4:30 p.m. 
today, Aug. 23, restau¬ 
rant owner Chip Stur- 
niolo reports that the 
original Derby will stay 
in Arcadia at 233 E. 
Huntington Dr. 

For the past eight 
weeks, the old Hickory 
Inn at 545 W. Alosa in 
Glendora has been 
cleaned up and refur¬ 
bished as the Derby East. 
It will be reopened on the 
same date that it originally 
opened in 1949. “It has 
charm. It looks like a 
Derby,” said the res¬ 
taurant owner. 

During the last few 
months, rumors re¬ 
garding the Derby have 
gone from closure, to 
moving, to remodeling. 

In order to comply 
with regulations for the 
reduction of earthquake 
hazards in existing 
buildings, Sturniolo anti¬ 
cipated having to spend 
close to $1 million and to 
close the restaurant for 
up to a year. 

However, a new ordin¬ 
ance adopted by the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council ear¬ 


lier this month approves 
a method which can re¬ 
duce retrofit costs, 
especially in buildings 
with numerous interior 
walls and can provide 
levels of seismic safety 
that are comparable to 
conventional seismic 
retrofit methods. 

The new retrofitting 
work, which Sturniolo 
anticipates can be 
done for $500,000, 
will be done next July 
and August, when the 
restaurant will be 
closed for four to six 
weeks. 

The restaurant, which 
has been in the Stur¬ 
niolo family since 1951, 
was built as the Parker 
Chicken House in the 
late ’20s and opened 
as the Derby in 1938. 

At one point, the 
restaurant owner 
contemplated rebuilding 
the Derby in a redevel¬ 
opment project at the 
southwest corner of 
Huntington Dr. 
and Second Ave. How¬ 
ever, customers com¬ 
plained having to use a 
proposed parking struc¬ 
ture. 


Social issues test may 
become requirement 


Because the Arcadia 
Unified School Dis¬ 
trict has a “major 
responsibility” in seeing 
that students have the 
necessary information 
to make wise decisions, 
the district soon may 
require a competency 
test on tobacco, alco¬ 
hol and other drugs, as 
well as social issues, 
according to Superinten¬ 
dent Terrence Towner. 

The district “must be 
able to say they (grad¬ 
uating students) know 
about these social issues,” 
said Towner. To help 
achieve that goal, the 
district is discussing the 
possibility of making 
the competency test on 
substance abuse and 


health issues a gradua¬ 
tion requirement, much 
as math, reading and 
writing tests are al¬ 
ready required. 

Just last spring, the 
school board enacted a 
mandatory 30-hour unit 
on social issues. This 
high school class may be 
taken during, before 
or after school or dur¬ 
ing the summer to ful¬ 
fill the requirement. 

Towner said that this 
class should give 
students the tools with 
which to make wise deci¬ 
sions. “We want them to 
decide that they won’t be 
part of all that (sub¬ 
stance abuse),” said 
Towner.

use permit to build 40 
detached, two-story 
units, each with five 
bedrooms, and com¬ 
munity recreation faci¬ 
lities in an area that is 
zoned R-1 and R-2. 

Because the council- 
men felt that homes 
with five bedrooms 
would generate more 
than an average of 2.75 
people per home, as 
Plount stated was the 
case in a similar 
development near Santa 
Anita and Live Oak, 
the approved plan calls 
• for an average of 4.25 
bedrooms in the project. 

The developer said 
that Pees on First Ave. 
would be saved and the 
two oak trees within 
the project would be 
moved because of grad¬ 
ing, but would be relo¬ 
cated within the pro¬ 
ject. 

Councilman Joseph 
Ciraulo said that he 
“struggled” with the 
decision on the project, 
while Councilman Robert 
Harbicht and Mayor 
Mary Young said they 
“wrestled” with appro¬ 
val because it looks like 
a single family develop¬ 
ment but does not meet 
the size require¬ 
ments of that kind of 
development. They also

Creating greater com¬ 
munity awareness for 
the services of Methodist 
Hospital of Southern 
California while gener¬ 
ating funds to help meet 
the local medical center’s 
expenses are two of the 
primary functions of 
the Methodist Hos¬ 
pital Foundation. 

Since its beginning 
about two months ago, 
Colleagues has generated 
close to 100 member¬ 
ships, with “new 
ones (memberships) 
coming in every day or 
so,” reports Rodney 
Houts, executive vice 
president of the Metho¬ 
dist Hospital Foundation. 

The program’s goal, 
according to Houts, is to 
“develop a significant 
number of local citizens 
who believe in the health 
care programs of our 
hospital and who are 
willing to support those 
programs at $1000 a 
year.” 

Membership in the 
Colleagues of Metho¬ 
dist Hospital Founda¬ 
tion is awarded for a 
minimum annual dona¬ 
tion of $1000. That 
membership comes with 
a VIP card which 
assures the holder special 
recognition and atten¬ 
tion whenever hospitali¬ 
zation is needed for him 
or his family; special 
recognition in the hospi¬ 
tal’s visitor lobby; four 
tickets to the Arnold 
Palmer Golf Exhibition 
and Clinic, which is 
held each fall at Pasa- 
dena’s Annandale 
Golf Club; and two 
complimentary tickets to 
an annual black-tie din¬ 
ner dance. 

This year’s gala dance, 
“Moonlight and Roses,” 
will be held under the 
stars on the rooftop of 
Methodist Hospital’s 
parking structure on 
Saturday, Sept. 15. 


Celia Kalm is chair¬ 
man of the event which 
will feature catering by 
Chef Ryo Sato of Chez 
Sateau, dancing to the 
big band music of Jack 
Lantz and enter¬ 
tainment coordinated by 
Diane Lucas. 

While the dinner is 
open to the public, char¬ 
ter members of Col¬ 
leagues will be special 
event guests. Cost of 
the dinner-dance is $150 
per person. 

Because reimburse¬ 
ment is not adequate to 
cover operating costs, 
hospitals cannot 
provide quality health 
care without outside help, 
explains Houts, who 
goes on to say that some 
60 percent of the hospi¬ 
tals in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia lost money last 
year. 

Because about half of 
a hospital’s business goes 
through Medicare and 
because Medicare does 
not cover expenses, 
“hospitals are forced to 
accept payments which 
are substantially less 
than costs,” adds Houts. 

He also said that new 
equipment, so im¬ 
portant to keep up with 
technology, will not come 
out of patient fees but 
from other resources 
generated by the com¬ 
munity, by those indi¬ 
viduals, families and 
companies who recognize 
that quality health care is 


vital to the community. 

The Colleagues pro¬ 
gram is but one avenue 
through which Metho¬ 
dist Hospital Founda¬ 
tion raises support for the 
345-bed medical facility 
and its healthcare pro¬ 
grams. During the last 
four years, the founda¬ 
tion has raised much of 
the funding needed for 
the neonatal intensive 
care unit and has pro¬ 
vided major support 
for the new sur¬ 
gical pavilion and 
cardiac catherization 
lab. 

Arne Kalm is chair¬ 
man of the 24-member 
foundation board. Other
